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Changes  In  income  from  dairy  products  since  igai^  resulted  in  part  from  the 
shift  in  the  method  of  marketing  mill<.  Moderate  increases  in  sales  of  butterfat 
during  this  per iod  have  been  about  offset  by  declines  in  sales  of  farm  butter.  Sales 
of  milk  and  cream  at  retail  by  farmers  advanced  until  1931  but  have  since  declined 
somewhat.  Sales  of  whole  milk  to  p;  ocesscrs  and  dealers  have  increased  rapidly, 
especially  in  recent  years,  because  of  the  strong  demand  for  whole  and  skim  milk 
manufactured  dairy  products,  and  the  continued  upward  trend  in  the  consumption  of 
fluid  milk. 
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S-uirniary 

Cash  incone  from  farm  markstings  in  April  totaled  1,28^  million 

dollars  compared  vdth  the  revised  estimate  of  1,310  million  dollars  in  March 
and  9S2  million  dollars  in  April  19^2,    The  decline  in  income  from  :•^a^ch  to 
April  was  in  contrast  to  the  normal  small  seasonal  increase  and  resulted  from 
the  smaller  than  usual  increase  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
vhile  crops  made  aoout  the  usual  seasonal  decline.     Income  from  dairy  products 
rose  more  than  usual  from  March  to  April  as  prices  remained  stead;/  while 
production  increased  seasonally.    Hov/ever,  the  production  of  eggs  increased 
less  than  usual  from  March  to  April  and  livestock  marketings  v;ere  relatively 
light,  and,  after  allov/ance  for  usual  seasonal  changes,  April  income  from  meat 
animals  and  poultry  and  eggs  vras  somewhat  lovrer  than  in  March,    More  than 
us\T^  declines  occurred  in  the  income  from  wheat,  rice,  cotton,  potatoes,  and 
apples,  "but  these  i-rere  ahout  offset  by  increases  from  com  and  tr'j.ck  crops. 
Government  payments  in  April  19^3  totaled  65  million  dollars  compared  with 
92  million  in  March  and  81  million  in  April  last  year. 

Tor  the  first  U  months  in  19^!-3  cash  farm  income  including  Government 
payments  totaled  5»3^^  million  dollars,  51  percent  ahove  the  same  period  last 
year.    Government  pajonents  were  only  slightly  larger,  totaling  3^3  million 
dollars  compared  v/ith  352  million  in  19^2,  hut  income  from  marketings  of 
^,981  million  dollars  was  3^'-  percent  ahove  a  year  earlier.    All  principal 
grou.ps  of  farm  prodticts  recorded  sharp  increases  in  income.     Income  from  all 
groups  of  crops  have  "been  higher  largely  as  a  result  of  su'Dstantial  increases 
in  marketings  from  last  year's  record  prodiiction.    As  a  resvJ-t  of  sharp 


increases  in  sales  and  liigher  pi'ices,  iiaciome  fi^om  poultry  and  eggs  increased 
nuch  more  than  returns  from  other  livestock  products. 

Ceiling  prices  and  the  late  spring  oyer  wide  areas  have  resulted  in 
abnormal  changes  in  the  income  from  many  farm  products.    Ceiling  prices  on 
potatoes  induced  early  marketing  of  the  19^2  crop  in  many  areas  and  the 
light  April  movement  of  new  potatoes  caused  "by  the  late  spring  resulted  .in  a 
sharp  drop  in  marketings  and  in  income  from  potatoes  from  March  to  April, 
On  the  other  hand,  the  estahlishment  of  a  un.iform  ceiling  price  .on  com  for 
the  remainder  of  the  season  was  accompanied  "by  a  maJdced  increase  in  sales 
and  income.    The  relatively  stable  prices  of  dairy  and  poultry  products  at 
approximately  ceiling  levels  have  resulted  in  ahnormal  seasonal  changes  in 
income  from  these  products,    Hov;ever,  these  unseasonal  changes  in  income  -  fS^ia 
the  several  major  commodities  about  offset  each,  other  in  April  and  the 
seasonally  adjusted  index  of  farm  income  was  255.0  percent  of  the  1955*39 
average  compared  with  26o,5  in  March. 

Cash,  incon^  from  farm  maifeetiugs  in  -the  next  few  months  is  expected 
to  continue  at  high  levels.    Hov/ever,  the  seasonal  increase- from  April  to 
October  may  be  somewhat  less  than  usual  and  is  likely  to  be  materialljr  less 
than  occurred  in  19^1  and  19^2  when  an  upward  trend  in  marketings  was.  accom- 
panied by  advancing  prices.    While  crop  prospects  for  19U3  are-  still  uncertain, 
present  indications  point  to  an  output  less  than  the  record  output  last  year. 
Consequently,  marketings  are  e3q>ected  to  increase  somewhat  less  than  usual  and 
as  prices  of  many  crops  are  at  or  near  ceiling  levels,  the  decline  in -market- 
ings is  not  likely  to  be  offset  by  corresponding  increases  in  price.    Prices  of 
e^s  and  dairy  products  have  been  stabilized  by  price  ceilings  since,  the-  lov 
point  in  production  last  winter  and  income  has  increased,  much  more-  than  usuaL

As  tho  peak  of  j,;rQduction  is  reached 
and  output  begins  to  decline,  these  stable  prices  will  result  in  more  than  the 
usual  seasonal  decline  in  the  ir.oomo  from  these  products.     Income  from  meat 
aniarJ.s  and  poultry  is  expected  to  increase  somev;hat  after  seasonal  adjust- 
ment, but  it  is  not  likely  that  the  increase  will  be  sufficient  to  offset  tho 
prospective  decline  in  the  seasonally  adjusted  income  of  most  other 
commodities.

Cash  J.rico.ne  Increases  More  Shan  Usual  Prom  ^ 
Febru.ary  to  March  in  All  Reg:iong 

The  increase  in  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  from  Febru.ary  to  March  ^ 
this  year  was  larger  than  usual  in  all  of  the  major  geographic  regions.  In- 
come from  marketings  in  all  regions  also  v/as  sharply  higher  than  in  March  a 
3-ear  earlier,    Wyoming  was  the  onlj'-  State  where  income  v/as  less  than  last  year 
and  the  decline  was  the  result  of  smaller  sales  of  sheep  and  lambs.    The  in- 
creases in  the  different  regions  ranged  from  2S  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic 
area  to  62  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  region. 

Income  from  both  crops  and  li^rc stock  increased  more  than  seasonally 
from  February  to  March  in  the  llorth  Atlantic  region,  as  returns  from  potatoes, 
tobacco,  meat  animals,  and  poultry  and  eggs  were  up  shari^ly.     In  the  Sast  Forth 
Central  region  income  from  mea,t  animals  and  poultry  and  eggs  increased  more 
than  usual,  end  in  the  West  Uorth  Central  region  the  upturn  was  due  to  in- 
creased receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs,  dairy  products,  and  wheat.    There  was 
also  a  heavy  movement  of  poultry''  and  eggs  from  the  South  Atlantic  region  during 
March,  and  income  from  citrus  fru.its  and  track  crops  was  up  more  than  usual. 
Relatively  liigh  income  from  cotton  continued  to  be  an  important  factor  in  the 
income  in  the  South  Central  States  and  was  supplemented  by  a.  sliarp  increase  in 
the  sale  of  meat  animals,  particularly  in  Texas  and  Oklahoma,  and  a  sliarp  in- 
crea.se  in  income  from  poultry  and  eggs.    In  the  Western  region  the  sharp  rise 
in  income  in  March  was  due  largely  to  the  increased  return  from  cropSj  par- 
ticularly truck  crops  and  fruits  which  moved  in  heavy  volume  at  relatively 
high  prices  during  March. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  19^3  the  increase  in  income  from  farm 
marketings  in  the  different  regions  ranged  from  20  percent  in  the  Horth 
Atlantic  region  to  kS  percent  in  the  South  Central  region.    Income  was  sharply 
higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  except  Wyoming,  where  relatively 
light  income  in  Pebruary  and  March  resulted  in  a  J  percent  decline  in  income 
as  compared  with  the  first  quarter  of  last  year.    The  largest  increases  in  in- 
come during  the  first  quarter  of  19^!-3  were  in  ITorth  Dakota  v/here  sales  of 
grains  v;ere  much  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  and  in  Texas  ojid  2Jew  Mexico  v;here 
sales  of  both  cror^s  and  livestock  v;ere  shar^Dly  higher.    Income  from  dairy 
products  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  v;as  somewhat  smaller  than  it  \'ja.s 
a  year  earlier  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  relatively  small  increase  in 
income  in  all  of  the  North  Atlantic  States  except  Maine  and  in  the  G-reat  Laiies 
States.

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North  Atlantic  Region 

Income  from  potatoes,  truck  crops,  tobacco,  and  naple  products  in  the 
North  Atlantic  reg^-ion  in  March  was  sharply  hi.^her  than  a  year  earlier  and 
accounted  for  a  large  part  of  the  33  percent  increase  in  income  from  crops. 
Income  from  ir.eat  animp.ls,  chickens,  and  eggs  also  was  up  sharply,  but  the 
increase  in  income  from  dairy  products  was  less  than  8  percent  over  a  year 
earlier  and  total  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  increased  only 
25  percent.    Total  income  for  the  region  was  28  percent  above  a  yer?jr  earlier. 
The  increase  in  the  different  States  ranged  from  I6  percent  in  Rhode  Island 
to  66  percent  in  Maine. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  19^3  income  from  crops  was  up  22  percent, 
from  livestock  and  livestock  products  19  percent,  and  from  all  farm  marketings 
20  percent.     The  greatest  increases  in  returns  were  from  vegetables,  tobacco, 
end  poultry  and  egrs.    In  Maine  ajid  Connecticut  income  exceeded  the  first 
q\iarter  of  19^2  by  more  than  ko  percent,  but  in  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania, 
where  returns  from  crops  v/ere  about  the  saxie  as  last  yeer,  total  income  from 
maxketings  was  up  only  11  and  I3  percent,  respectively.     In  the  remaining 
States  the  increases  in  income  ranged  from  I7  to  26  percent. 

East  North  Central  Region 

During  March,  income  from  crops  in  all  of  the  2ast  North  Central  States 
except  T7isconsin  was  sharply  higher  than  a  yea,r  earlier.    In  the  latter  State, 
returns  from  pota.toes  and  legume  seeds  were  somewhat  lov-er  than  a.  year  earlier 
ajid  total  income  from  crops  was  down  1  percent.    Income  from  livestock  in  all 
States  of  the  region  during  March  was  about  one— third  higher  than  a  yea:r  earlier 
and  total  income  from  marketings  for  the  region  ^as  up  33  percent  and  sub- 
stantial increases  ¥;ers  recorded  in  all  States. 

From  January  to  March  this  year  income  from,  crops  and  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  "ere  each  about  25  percent  higher  than  a  year  eaxlier. 
The  increases  in  income  in  Ohio  and  Indiana  v/ere  slightly  larger  than  in  the 
remaining  States  of  the  region,  partly  as  a  result  of  sharp  increases  in 
sales  of  soybeans,  feed  grains,  and  meat  animals,  but  income  vras  substantially 
higher  than  a  yeo.r  earlier  in  all  States  of  the  region. 


West  North  Central  Region 

Income  from  crops  in  the  Great  Plains  States  of  this  re.c-ion  totaled 
nearly  2-1/2  times  as  much  as  in  March  last  year  because  of  the  sharp  increa.se 
in  income  from  wheat  and  feed  grains.     In  the  eastern  States  the  increase  in 
income  from  crops  was  much  smaller  but  all  States  recorded  substantial 
increases.    Income  from  the  different  livestock  productr.  in  this  region  was 
shaiToly  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  during  March.    The  increase  in 
total  income  from  marketings  ranged  from  32  percent  in  Missouri  to  90  percent 
in  North  Dakota  and  averaged  52  percent  for  the  region. 

Increases  in  income  for  the  different  farm  products  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year  were  similar  to  those  in  M^rch,    Income  from  crops 
totaled  59  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  income  from  livestock  was  up 
37  percent,  resulting  in  a  total  increase  of  hi  percent.    In  the  eastern  States 
of  the  region  the  increase  in  income  ranged  from  3O  to  3^4  percent  but  in  all 
of  the  Great  Plain  States  the  increase  was  50  percent  or  more. 
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South  Atlantic  Region 

In  the  South  Atlantic  region  income  iron  crops  in  March  totaled  66 
percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  as  returns  fron  cotton,  peanuts,  truck  crops, 
and  citrus  fruits  all  were  sharply  higher  thsji  a  year  earlier.    The  sharp 
increase  in  returns  from  hogs  and  poultry  and  eggs  was  an  important  factor  la 
the  56  percent  increase  in  returns  from  livestock  ajid  livestock  products. 
Income  was  materially  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  of  the  region, 
the  increases  ranging  from  3S  percent  in  South  Carolina  to  80  percent  in 
■Delaware. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  quarter  of  19^3  totaled  U5 
percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  in  the  South  Atlantic  region.    In  South 
Carolina  returns  from  livestock  were  slightly  smaller  thaji  a  year  earlier  and 
total  income  from  marketings  was  up  only  26  percent,  hut  in  the  remaining 
States  the  increase  ranged  from  32  percent  to  52  percent. 

South  Central  Region 

Income  from  cotton  in  this  region- during  March  was  more  than  twice  as 
high  as  a  year  earlier,  and  returns  from  oil-bearing  crops  were  nearly  four 
times  as  large  as  in  Ilarch  last  year.    Tliese  increases,  together  with  suh- 
stantial  increases  in  returns  from  grains,  vegetables,  and  citrus  fruits, 
resulted  in  a  sharp  increase  in  income  from  crops  in  all  States  except 
Kentucky,  where  income  was  slightlj'^  lower  than  a  year  earlier  "because  of  the 
smaller  returns  from  cotton  and  tobacco.    Income  from  livestock  was  also  much 
higher  than  a.  year  earlier  in  all  States  except  Louisiana,  and  total  returns 
from  marketings  for  the  region  amounted  to       percent  more  than  in  March  last 
year.    In  Louisiana  the  increase  in  income  was  only  I6  percent  but  in  Texas, 
where  returns  from  both  crops  and  livestock  were  up  sharply,  income  totaled 
S6  percent  more  than  in  March  last  year. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  19^3         increase  in  this  region  amounted 
to  ho  percent  and  \7as  more  than  in  any  other  major  geographic  region. 
Marketings  of  livestock  from  Louisiana  this  year  have  been  relatively  small 
and  income  was  only  moderately  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  but  in  the  remain- 
ing States  income  was  from  35  percent  to  63  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier, 

TJe stern  Region 

In  the  Western  region  income  from  crops  during  March  totaled  JS  percent 
more  than  a  year  ea.rlier,  as  a  relatively  large  proportion  of  the  cotton  crop 
was  sold  during  March  and  income  from  truck  cit)ps,  potatoes,  fruits,  and  grains 
was  shai'ply  higher.     Income  from  meat  anima^ls  in  this  region  during  March  was 
up  only  about  9  percent,  but  returns  from  poultry  and  eggs  ^ere  sharply  higher 
an.d  income  from  dairy  products  was  up  about  25  percent,  resulting  in  a.  total 
income  from  ell  livestock  21  percent  over  Majrch  last  year.     Total  income  from 
farm  marketings  was  substantially  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States 
except  Wyoming,  where  sales  of  sheep  and  lambs  were  much  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier.    Retujms  from  all  livestock  in  TTyoming  were  35  percent  less  than  in 
March  last  jear  ajid  total  income  was  down  26  percent.    Returns  from  both 
crops  and  livestock  were  up  sharply  in  Hew  Mexico  and  income  was  more  than 
tvace  as  large  as  a  year  earlier.    Returns  from  crops  also  were  up  sharply  in 
Colorado  and  Arizona,  and  total  income  was  about  60  percent  higher  than  last 
March, 
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Turing  the  first  3  months  of  I9U3  income  from  crops  v;as  up  hO  percent, 
incoue  from  livestock  up  IS  percent,  and  income  from  pll  farm  maxketings  in 
the  region  up  33  percent.    In  Wyoming  tot?l  returns  n-ere  7  percent  less  than 
a  year  earlier  and  only  moderate  increases  in  income  nere  recorded  in  Uevads 
and  Oregon.     In  the  remaining  States  the  increase  in  income  y^ss  23  percent  or 
more  and  in  S'ew  Mexico  it  amounted  to  67  per  cento 

I9U2  GSD3S  IdU)  ^TST  lUCOME 

The  preliminary  estimates  of  net  isrm  income  for  I9U2  have  "been 
revised  to  incorporrte  more  complete  data  on  farm  income  and  expenditures  in 
19!+2.     This  more  complete  analysis  indicates  that  the  net  income  to  farm 
operators  in  I9U2  totaled  10, ISO  million  dollars  compared  with  6,S24  million 
dollars  in  19^1,  and  the  previous  record  of  5,799  rallion  dollars  in  I919.  l/ 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  19^2,  as  revised  to  include  more 
complete  data,  on  livestock  and  livestock  products,  amounted  to  15,'4-oO  million 
dollars  and  cash  income  including  G-overnment  pajments  totaled  l6,177  million 
dollars.     The  19^1  estimate  of  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  was  revised 
to  11,117  million  dollars  and  cash  income  and  Government  pa^inents  to  11,7^3 
million  dollars*    G-ross  farm  income  in  19^2  T7as  estimated  at  18,628  million 
dollars  or  35  percent  more  than  in  19^1a     The  yearly  estimates  of  gross  farm 
income  since  I9IO  are  given  in  ta^'Dle  The  estimates  of  cash  income  from 

crops  and  livestock  ajid  livestock  products  an.d  cash  incom.e  plus  the  value  of 
home  consumption  for  19^2  is  given,  lay  Sta,tes,  in  ta^hle  5»    '^'^^  19^2  estimates 
of  cash  income  from  crops  areHhe  same  as  those  previously  puhlished,  hut  the 
estimates  of  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  have  'been  revised 
and  the  value  of  products  retained  for  home  consumption  is  given  for  the  first 
time.  2/ 

The  value  of  products  retained  on  farms  for  home  consumption  in  19'^2 
of  1,691  milli  on  dollajTs  was  only  21  percent  higher  than  a,  year  earlier.  T7ith 
favora,hle  prices  for  farm  products  and  a  smaller  numher  of  persons  on  fa.rns, 
the  quantity  of  many  farm  products  retained  for  home  consumption  was  smaller 
in  194-2  than  in  an.y  recent  year*     The  rental  value  of  farm  homes  is  included 
as  a  part  of  the  United  States  gross  farm  income.     The  rise  in  rental  vaJ-ue 
from  706  million  dollars  in  I9U1  to  jGO  million  in  19^2  resulted  largely  from 
an  increase  in  the  current  value  of  farm  dwellings. 

Cash  farm  income  en.d  C-overnment  payments  in  19^2  plus  the  value  of 
products  consumed  on  farm.s  where  groi^n  was  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier 
in  all  4S  States,    The  largest  increases  were  in  ITehraska  and  South  Carolina, 
where  crop  output  was  sharply  higher  than  in  I9UI.    However,  the  unusually 
favorable  conditions  for  the  production  of  ooth  crops  and  livestock  in  all 
parts  of  the  Uxxited  States  during  194-2  were  an  important  factor  in  the  general 
increase  in  income  in  all  Sta,tes»
